historical  Report 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Temporalities' 
Board  held  on  May  ijtA,  ipoo,  the  recommendation 
appended  to  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
anent  the  publication  of  a  Historical  Report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Board  from  its  commencement 
till  the  close  of  the  trust,  zuas  unanimously  approved, 
and  it  was  remitted  to  tJie  Executive  to  superintend 
the  preparation  of  such  a  Report. 


The  History  of  the  Temporalities'  Board  takes  us  back 
in  thouuht  to  the  eighteenth  century  ;  for  it  was  in  the  year 
1791  that  the  Imperial  Act,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Consti- 
tutional Act,"  was  promulgated,  by  which  one-seventh  part  of 
all  the  Crown  Lands  in  Canada  were  reserved  and  set  apart  for 
the  benefit  of  "A  Protestant  Clergy." 

At  that  time,  and  for  many  years  after,  Crown  Lands  in 
Canada  were  of  small  value  and  the  revenues  accruing  from  them 
very  insignificant ;  but  as  time  went  on  their  value  increased. 
Up  to  the  year  1820  the  Church  of  England  in  Canada  had 
received  whatever  emoluments  arose  from  the  sale  of  these 
lands.  In  that  year,  however,  for  the  first  time  the  Anglican 
Church  claimed  as  of  right,  a  monopoly  of  the  Eeserves,  upon 
the  principle  that  being  the  established  church  in  England  it 
should  be  so  regarded  in  Canada.  The  members  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland  in  Canada  protested  vigourously  against  the  preten- 
sions of  their  Anglican  brethren  and  their  indignation  reached 
a  climax  when  it  was  announced  in  1836,  that  provision  had 
been  made  by  the  local  government  for  the  endowment  of  fifty- 
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seven  Eectories  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  Synod  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland 
petitioned  the  King  to  revoke  the  act  and  employed  such  other 
means  as  lay  in  their  power  to  have  their  grievance  redressed. 
The  late  Dr.  Black  of  Montreal,  the  Hon.  William  Morris  of 
Perth  and  Chief  Justice  Maclean  of  Toronto  were  especially 
prominent  in  asserting  the  rights  of  their  Synod  during  the  long 
continued  and  bitter  controversy  that  ensued  ere  the  Presby- 
terians of  Canada  were  recognized  as  having  a  rightful  claim  to 
any  share  of  the  Eeserves. 

By  the  Imperial  Act  of  1840  uniting  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada,  the  claim  of  the  Scottish  Presbyterians  was  at  length 
conceded,  and  after  making  provision  for  certain  other  denom- 
inations to  a  limited  extent,  it  was  arranged  that  the  remaining 
proceeds  of  the  Eeserves  should  be  divided,  two-thirds  to  go  to 
the  Church  of  England,  and  one-third  to  the  Synod  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Church  of  Scotland.  Dissatisfaction  still  prevailed. 
Appeals,  protests,  and  petitions  followed ;  the  churches  and  the 
country  alike  were  agitated.  "  The  secularization  of  the  Clergy 
Eeserves"  became  the  all-absorbing  political  question  of  the  day. 
Yielding  to  public  pressure,  the  Canadian  Government  applied 
to  the  Imperial  Legislature  for  power  to  deal  with  the  Eeserves. 
This  was  granted  May  9th,  1853,  when  authority  was  given  "To 
vary  or  repeal  all  or  any  of  the  existing  provisions  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Eeserves'  Fund,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  to 
any  purpose  the  Canadian  Government  may  see  fit,"  provided 
that  the  payments  hitherto  made  to  the  clergy  of  the  Churches 
of  England  and  Scotland,  and  to  which  the  faith  of  the  Crown 
had  been  pledged,  should  be  continued  during  the  natural  lives 
of  the  parties  then  receiving  the  same. 

So  intense  had  the  public  feeling  on  this  subject  become,  a 
rebellion,  almost,  seemed  imminent ;  the  Canadian  Government 
therefore  considered  it  advisable  to  remove  all  semblance  of 
connection  between  Church  and  State  in  Canada.  This  could 
only  be  done  by  buying  off  the  claims  of  existing  ministers.  It 
was  therefore  enacted  by  the  Canadian  statute  of  1854  "That 
the  Governor-in-Council  may,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed 
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expedient,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties  severally  interested, 
commute  with  said  parties  their  annual  stipends  or  allowances 
to  be  calculated  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the 
probable  life  of  each  individual,  and  in  the  case  of  the  bodies 
specified,  at  the  actual  value  of  said  allowances  at  the  time  of 
commutation." 

Under  the  Imperial  Union  Act  of  1840,  when  provision  was 
made  for  honouring  the  claims  of  the  Kirk  ministers,  nine  Com- 
missioners were  to  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  any  funds 
coming  to  the  members  of  the  Synod  from  the  Clergy  Eeserves ; 
provided,  that  two  should  retire  in  rotation,  their  places  to  be 
annually  supplied  by  the  Synod.  The  first  nine  Commissioners 
were  as  follows  : —

Mathieson,  Hon.  Thomas  Mackay,  Ottawa;  Hugh  Allan  and 
John  Thompson,  Quebec.  Dr.  Cook  was  empowered  to  act  for 
the  Synod  and  for  the  ministers  individually  by  their  respective 
powers  of  attorney.

The  number  of  commuting  ministers  was  73. 

The  net  amount  received  in  commutation  of  their  claims  was 
£127,327:16/4,  equal  to  $509,311.  All  of  the  above-named 
had  been  in  receipt  of  £150  currency  a  year,  except  Alex.  Lewis, 
£100  ;  John  M.  Smith,  Jas.  Williamson,  and  George  Weir  £125 
each.  The  commutation  was  made  to  the  Church  as  a  whole, 
individual  ministers  not  been  recognized  by  the  Government  as 
eligible  for  commutation. 
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Between  the  passing  of  the  Imperial  Act  of  1853  and  that 
of  the  Canadian  Parliament  in  1854,  there  had  been  added  to 
the  roll  of  the  Synod  eleven  ministers,  as  follows  : —

While  the  Government  refused  to  recognize  the  claims  of 
these  ministers  for  commutation,  the  Synod  came  to  their  relief, 
the  commuting  ministers  agreeing  to  accept  ,£112  : 10  each  from 
the  Clergy  Reserve  Fund  annually,  instead  of  ,£150  as  hereto- 
fore, thus  securing,  for  the  others  a  share  in  the  fund.  Owing  to 
this  arrangement,  the  said  eleven  ministers  came  to  be  known 
as  "  Privileged  Ministers." 

The  date  of  commutation  was  fixed  for  April  1st,  1855,  and 
was  to  apply  to  all  who  had  been  ordained  at  May  9th,  1853. 
At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Synod  held  in  Montreal  on  the  10th 
of  January  in  that  year,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  commu- 
tation negotiations  reported  that  a  satisfactory  conclusion  had 
been  reached.  "Whereupon,  the  Synod  gave  its  formal  sanction 
and  laid  down  rules  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund. 

The  following  was  declared  to  be  a  fundamental  principle 
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which  it  shall  not  he  competent  for  the  Synod  at  any  time  to 
alter,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  ministers  granting  such 
power  and  authority;  that  the  interest  of  the  fund  shall  be  de- 
voted, in  the  first  instance,  to  the  payment  annually  of  ,£112  : 10 
to  each  of  the  commuting  ministers,  and,  as  soon  as  the  fund 
shall  admit,  the  like  sum  of  ,£112:10  annually  to  each  of  the 
eleven  ministers  who  were  refused  commutation,  with  the  proviso 
that  all  persons  who  have  a  claim  to  such  benefits  shall  be  min- 
isters of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  that  they  shall  cease  to  have  any 
claim  on  the  fund  whenever  they  shall  cease  to  be  ministers  in 
connection  with  the  said  Church. 

In  1856,  the  following  names  were  added  to  the  Board  of 
Commutation  Commissioners:  Eev.  Hugh  Urquhart,  of  Corn- 
wall ;  Messrs.  John  Young,  Hamilton  ;  John  Cameron,  Toronto; 
F.  W.  Harper,  Kingston  ;  and  Thomas  Paton,  Montreal.  At  the 
same  time  the  regulations  were  revised — reducing  the  payments 
to  the  privileged  ministers  to  .£100  a  year,  and  sanctioning  the 
payment  of  a  like  sum  to  all  the  other  ministers  not  provided 
for,  if  the  finds  admit  of  it.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the 
Board  should  be  designate!  "The  Board  for  the  Manage- 
ment of  the  Temporalities'  Fund  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
'  Scotland." 

Upon  the  death  of  any  of  the  ministers  the  sums  thus  guaran- 
teed to  them  were  to  revert  to  the  common  fund,  and  ministers 
released  from  their  charges  from  age  and  infirmity,  sanctioned 
by  the  Synod,  were  to  enjoy  their  allotted  payments  for  life. 
It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  revenues  from  the  Commu- 
tation Fund  would  be  inadequate  to  keep  pace  with  the  increase 
of  ministers  that  was  being  yearly  added  to  the  roll,  and  that 
steps  should  be  taken  for  supplementing  the  Temporalities'  Fund. 
The  Synod  accordingly  resolved  "  That  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  a  special  appeal  be  made  to  the  laity  of  the 
Church  in  order  to  call  forth  their  liberality  in  aid  of  the  fund, 
and  to  place  it  in  such  a  position  as  to  adapt  it  to  the  wants  of 
the  Church  and  the  exigencies  of  our  position  in  the  Province." 


Act  of  Incorporation. 

In  the  meantime  the  Synod  obtained  from  the  Legislature 
of  Canada  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Board  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Temporalities  Fund."  It  provided  that  the  Board 
should  have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal;  that  it 
may  sue  and  be  sued  ;  that  it  may  accept  and  hold  in  trust 
moneys,  debentures  and  other  stocks  for  the  said  Synod;  that 
the  Board  shall  always  consist  of  twelve  members,  five  of  whom 
to  be  ministers  and  seven  laymen,  two  of  each  class  retiring 
annually  etc.  The  Board  was  also  authorized  to  make  by-laws 
for  its  governance  subject  to  the  Synod's  approval,  and  it  was 
required  to  report  annuallv  to  the  Synod. 

A  code  of  by-laws  was  adopted  by  the  Synod  in  1860. 
Thus  equipped,  the  Board  was  fairly  launched  and  beuan  its 
long  and  ch«  quered  career.  Financial  disasters  ere  long  ensu<*d. 
A  large  portion  of  the  Board's  earliest  investments  consisted 
of  stocks  of  chartered  banks.  The  suspension  of  the  Commer- 
cial B  mk  of  Canada  in  1867  resulted  in  a  loss  to  the  Board  of 
nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  In  1878  the  Merchants 
Bank  of  Canada  became  embarrassed  financially  and  the  value 
of  its  stock  was  reduced  by  33  1-3  percent.  Some  years  later  came 
the  collapse  of  the  Consolidated  Bank,  entailing  a  loss  of  the 
Board's  capital  to  the  extent  of  over  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
Altogether,  the  losses  arising  from  these  investments  exceeded 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  !  As  was  to  be  expected, 
the  administrative  policy  of  the  Executive  was  at  the  time  and 
has  since  been,  somewhat  severely  criticized.  "Why  did  they 
invest  in  Bank  stocks  V*  The  answer  is  that  the  Board  was 
composed  of  twelve  men  selected  on  account  of  their  known 
experience  in  business  affairs;  that  these  men  had  not  the  gift 
of  seeing  into  the  future,  and  that  they  acted  according  to  the 
best  of  their  judgment  at  the  time.  Moreover  in  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  "  Stocks  of  the  chartered  Banks  "  were  among 
the  securities  in  which  the  Board  was  recommended  to  invest 
its  funds.  Mortgages  on  real  estate  not  being  so  recommended, 
the  inference  was  drawn  that  the  Board  was  debarred  from  mak- 
ing such  investments.    Acting  however  upon  legal  advice,  an 
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Act  of  the  Legislature  was  obtained  in  1869  permitting  the 

Board  to  invest  in  mortgages,  and  from  that  time  forward  no 

new  investments  were  made  other  than  in  mortgages  on  real 
estate,  and  not  a  dollar  has  been  lost.

Chairmen  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  Thomas  Paton  was  the  son  of  a  Scottish  manse,  born  at 
Lasswade,  in  1806.  He  came  to  Canada  in  1836,  and  became 
general  manager  of  the  Bank  of  British  North  America  in 
Montreal.  He  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Temporalities' 
Board  in  1858,  and  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office  with 
marked  ability  and  fidelity  until  1869,  when  he  left  Canada 
subsequently  taking  up  his  abode  in  New  Zealand,  where  he  died 
in  1897,  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-two  years.    His  name  is 
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still  cherished  in  affectionate  remembrance  by  many  old  friends 
who  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  Lord's  promise  was  made  good 
to  him — "  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him." 

Sir  Hugh  Allan,  president  of  the  Merchants  Bank  of 
Canada,  succeeded  Mr.  Paton  in  1869  and  served  in  that  capacity 
with  characteristic  energy  and  faithfulness  until  1875  when  he 
retired.  As  secretary  of  the  Lay  Association,  and  of  the  Clergy 
Reserves  Commissioners,  Sir  Hugh  had  in  previous  years  devoted 
much  time  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland.  He  died 
at  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  very  suddenly,  in  1882,  in  the  73rd  year 
of  his  age. 

Mr.  William  Darling,  elected  in  1875,  continued  to  be 
chairman  of  the  Board  till  his  death  in  1885.  From  the  time 
that  he  became  a  member  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Darling  took  a  very 
deep  interest  in  its  affairs,  and  as  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  its  management, 
and  brought  great  business  ability  to  bear  upon  its  interests. 
He  died  in  Montreal  on  November  1st,  1885,  aged  66  years. 

Mr.  Andrew  Allan  became  chairman  in  1885,  but  owing 
to  advancing  years  and  many  business  engagements,  he  resigned 
in  1887,  retaining  his  seat,  however,  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
and  as  opportunity  offered,  giving  the  Board  the  benefit  of  his 
judicious  counsels  and  large  experience. 

Mr.  Alexander  Macpherson,  the  present  incumbent,  who 
succeeded  Mr.  Allan  in  1887,  has  been  chairman  and  chief  of 
the  Executive  longer  than  any  of  his  predecessors.  Mr.  Mac- 
pherson was  born  at  Lancaster,  Ontario,  in  1830,  and  entered 
into  business  in  Montreal  in  1850.  His  marked  executive 
ability  has  for  these  many  years  been  cheerfully  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  Board  and  the  welfare  of  the  Beneficiaries. 

The  Executive. 

The  act  of  incorporation  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
an  Executive  Committee  by  the  Board  of  Management,  the 
duties  of  which  were  defined  by  a  code  of  By-laws.    They  were 
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to  be  appointed  annually  and  invested  with  power  and  authority 
to  carry  out  the  decisions  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  invest- 
ment and  administration  of  its  funds,  "  To  receive,  accept,  and 
execute  transfers  of  bank  or  other  stocks  or  debentures  and  to 
execute  acts,  deeds  and  discharges  on  behalf  and  in  name  of  the 
Board."  This  committee  in  the  first  instance  consisted  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Paton,  chairman  ;  Kev.  Alexander  Mathieson,  D.  D.,  and 
Mr.  Hugh  Allan.  From  time  to  time  the  personnel  of  the 
Executive  underwent  changes.  In  addition  to  those  just  men- 
tioned the  following  served  on  the  committee  in  the  order  of  their 
appointment : —

The  duties  and  responsibilities  devolving  on  the  Executive 
have  been  in  the  highest  degree  important — implying  the  ex- 
penditure of  much  time,  thought,  and  sound  judgment  in  the 
selection  of  investments  and  management  of  the  finances  gen- 
erally,  and  especially  during  later  years  when  the  exigencies  of 
the  Fund  called  for  more  than  ordinary  skill  and  prudence.  It 
may  be  added  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  in 
regard  to  these  matters  have  invariably  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board.  The  deep  interest  which  these  gentlemen  have 
all  along  taken  in  the  Fund,  and  in  the  beneficiaries  connected 
with  it,  is  only  equalled  by  the  regret  now  experienced  that 
their  services  must  so  soon  cease  to  be  required.  Mr.  A.  Mac- 
pherson, Rev.  Dr.  Campbell,  and  Mr.  James  Tasker,  who  con- 
stitute the  Executive  at  the  present  time  have  discharged  the 
duties  of  this  office  with  great  fidelity  for  many  years. 

The  Secretariat. 

Mr.  John  Wilson  Cook,  a  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Cook, 
of  Quebec,  and  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Quebec  Bar,  was 
appointed  first  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Temporalities'  Board, 
September  28th,  1858,  at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  pounds  a  year. 
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In  May,  1865,  Mr.  Cook  resigned  on  account  of  impaired  health, 
receiving  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Board  for  his  faithful  and 
zealous  services.  He  died  January  28th,  1873,  in  the  36th  year 
of  his  age. 

Mr.  William  Richardson  Croil  of  Montreal,  was  elected, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Cook's  resignation  in  May,  1865. 
At  the  end  of  three  years  he,  too,  had  to  relinquish  the  office  in 
consequence  of  continued  ill  health.  In  accepting  his  resigna- 
tion the  Board  recorded  "  its  deep  regret  at  losing  his  valuable 
"  services,  and  hoping  that  in  a  more  genial  clime  his  health 
"  may  be  re-established."  But  that  was  not  to  be.  Mr.  Croil 
died  at  Nassau,  N.P.,  in  April,  1873,  in  the  61st  year  of  his  age. 

The  present  Secretary-Treasurer,  formerly  of  Williamsburg, 
Ontario,  and  Agent  for  the  Schemes  of  the  Church,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  his  brother,  ad  interim,  November  11th,  1867,  and 
was  installed  into  the  office  in  May  following. 

The  Auditors. 

Mr.  James  Mitchell  was  appointed  by  the  Synod  the  first 
auditor  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Board,  in  1857,  and  he 
continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  with  great  fidelity 
and  ability  for  the  long  period  of  thirty-eight  years,  without  fee 
or  reward.  Mr.  Mitchell  was  born  in  Halifax,  K  S.,  in  1818. 
He  came  to  reside  in  Montreal  in  1851,  and  he  died  there, 
November  10th,  1895.  There  had  been  associated  with  him,  at 
different  periods,  Messrs.  John  Greenshields,  Bobert  Muir,  George 
Templeton,  Alex.  Macpherson,  and  Philip  S.  Boss.  Mr.  Temple- 
ton  was  joint-auditor  for  10  years— 1865  to  1875.  His  services 
were  highly  appreciated.  He  died  in  Montreal,  March  28th, 
1875.  Mr.  Macpherson  also  served  the  Board  in  this  capacity 
for  ten  years.  Mr.  Boss  has  given  the  Board  the  benefit  of  his 
professional  services  since  1886,  and  is  still  in  harness.  Mr. 
Alexander  Mitchell,  of  Montreal,  succeeded  the  late  Mr.  James 
Mitchell,  as  associate  auditor  with  Mr.  Boss,  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  beneficiaries  in  1896.  Mr.  Mitchell  was  born  at 
Mortlach,  Scotland,  in  1833.  He  came  to  Quebec  in  1850,  and, 
in  1854  to  Montreal,  where  he  has  since  resided. 
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The  Synod's  Nine  Commissioners  under  the  Clergy  Reserves' 
Act  continued  in  office  from  1842  until  1862,  four  years  after 
the  incorporation  of  the  Board.  There  were  arrears  to  be 
collected,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  money  had  accumulated 
which  was  eventually  divided  amongst  the  ministers  and  con- 
gregations— some  $12,000  being  appropriated  to  the  nucleus  of 
a  manse  and  glebe  fund,  a  similar  amount  being  handed  over  to 
the  Temporalities'  Board.  Diligent  search  has  failed  to  discover 
any  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Synod's  Nine  Commissioners. 
All  that  is  known  is  the  names  of  the  Committee  given  above 
and  that  during  the  whole  of  its  existence  Rev.  Dr.  Mathieson 
was  its  chairman,  Mr.  William  Edmonstone,  treasurer ;  and  Mr. 
Hugh  Allan,  secretary. 

Home  Missions  and  Sustentation  Funds. 
Legacies,  Donations,  &c. 

Adversity  has  its  uses.  The  cloud  that  had  overshadowed 
the  Temporalities'  Board  had  its  silver  lining.  The  financial 
disasters  that  had  befallen  and  seemed  for  the  time  to  imperil 
the  existence  of  the  Commutation  Fund,  were  the  means  of 
awakening  the  membership  of  the  Chuich  to  the  gravity  of  the 
situation  and  the  duty  devolving  upon  them  to  aid  the  Board 
in  continuing  its  pecuniary  assistance  to  the  ministers  already 
on  the  Synod's  roll,  and  to  make  provision  for  those  who  were 
yearly  being  added  to  it. 

In  1859,  the  Temporalities'  Board  issued  a  special  appeal  to 
the  congregations,  setting  forth  the  urgent  need  there  was  for 
more  ministers  and  more  money  for  their  support,  as  well  as  for 
that  of  Queen's  College,  which  had  also  suffered  severely  by  the 
failure  of  the  Commercial  Bank.  This  appeal  to  the  Christian 
liberality  of  the  Church  was  signed  by  every  member  of  the 
Board,  and  was  followed  up  by  the  appointment  of  deputations 
to  visit  the  several  congregations.  Among  those  who  took  a 
prominent  part  in  these  visitations  were  Eev.  Dr.  Cook  of  Que- 
bec, Dr.  Barclay  of  Toronto,  Dr.  Snodgrass  of  Montreal,  Rev. 
Archibald  Walker  of  Belleville,  Rev.  James  Bain  of  Scarborough, 
Rev.  Robt.  Burnet  of  Hamilton,  Rev.  John  H.  Mackerras  of 
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Bowman  ville,  associated  with  whom  were  Chief  Justice  Maclean, 
John  Greenshields,  Judge  Logie,  Messrs.  John  Paton  of  King- 
ston, George  Neilson  of  Belleville,  Archibald  Barker  of  Markham, 
Colonel  Thompson  of  Toronto,  the  Church  Agent  and  others. 

The  visits  of  the  deputations  were  made  in  the  winters  of 
1860  and  1861.  The  winter  of  186 L  was  one  of  the  coldest  on 
record  in  these  latitudes.  The  mercury  dropped  down  to  40° 
below  zero.  Railway  trains  were  blocked,  and  deputations 
'  snowed  up  '  in  diverse  places,  but  the  work  was  carried  on 
enthusiastically,  and  the  result  was  the  exhibition  of  a  spirit 
of  loyalty  to  the  1  Auld  Kirk '  and  cheerful  liberality  such  as 
had  never  before  been  manifested  in  her  history  in  these 
provinces.  Individual  members  gave  $1000  each;  some  sub- 
scribed $100  a  year  "  for  life."  In  May,  1861,  the  amount  sub- 
scribed was  close  on  $30,000,  and  the  foundation  had  been  laid 
of  a  permanent  Home  Mission  Fund,  with  an  annual  revenue  of 
from  $7000  to  $8000  a  year. 

The  number  of  ministers  had  in  the  meantime  been  increasing 
so  rapidly  that  in  1865  the  Temporalities'  Board  reported  to  the 
Synod  their  inability  to  meet  all  the  demands  on  the  Fund.  The 
names  of  nineteen  ministers  had  to  be  struck  off  from  the  pay 
roll.  That  was  a  serious  matter.  The  Synod  of  that  year 
accordingly  appointed  a  special  committee  to  take  the  oversight 
of  all  the  schemes  of  the  Church,  with  instructions  to  take  such 
steps  as  to  them  might  seem  best  in  the  circumstances.  The 
names  of  the  members  of  this  committee  were  as  follows  : —

The  Committee,  as  a  first  step  towards  the  object  in  view, 
appointed  a  lay  agent  to  visit  each  and  all  of  the  congregations 
and  explain  to  the  people  the  nature  and  object  of  the  various 
missionary  and  benevolent  schemes  of  the  Church,  and  the  urgent 
need  of  more  liberal  support.    A  historical  and  statistical  report 
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of  the  agent's  work  at  that  time  was  presented  to  the  Synod  of 
1867,  and  subsequently  published  in  book  form. 

The  next  practical  suggestion  of  the  Committee  was  that  of 
the  inauguration  of  a  General  Sustentation  Fund.  This  was 
established  in  1870.  Prior  to  that  date  the  Home  Mission  Fund 
had  been  administered  by  the  Temporalities'  Board,  but  the  new 
fund  was  to  be  placed  under  separate  management.  This  was 
successfully  carried  into  effect  under  the  able  presidency  of  Eev. 
Dr.  Jenkins,  and  proved  of  great  value  in  supplementing  the 
stipends  of  such  ministers  as  could  not  be  reached  by  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Temporalities'  Board,  up  to  the  time  of  the 
union,  when  its  work  necessarily  terminated. 

As  a  result  of  these  different  agencies,  it  may  be  stated 
that  during  the  fourteen  years  preceding  the  union  upwards  of 
$120,000  were  secured  by  voluntary  contributions  towards  the 
Home  Mission  and  the  Sustentation  Funds,  both  of  which  were 
directly  tributary  to  the  Temporalities'  Fund  ;  and  it  is  ques- 
tionable if  one-half  of  the  amount  would,  or  could  have  been 
obtained  but  for  the  generous  sympathy  evoked  by  financial 
disasters.

Union  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches. 

As  this  had  an  important  bearing  on  the  future  history  of 
the  Temporalities'  Board,  a  brief  reference  may  be  made  to  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  brought  about. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  held  in  Williamstown  in  July 
1852,  the  Rev.  Robt.  McGill  and  Judge  Maclean  were  appointed 
to  draw  up  a  minute  "  expressive  of  the  views  of  the  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  importance  and  desirableness  of  greater  union 
among  the  several  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Can- 
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acla."  This  v\  as  perhaps  the  first  overt  act  of  the  Synod  pointing 
to  a  federal  union  of  the  churches.  An  elaborate  minute  was 
given  in,  read  and  approved  of,  but  nothing  was  done  further  in 
the  matter  at  that  time.  In  subsequent  years  the  subject  was 
repeatedly  introduced  in  the  Synod  by  overtures  from  individuals 
and  Presbyteries,  but  it  was  not  until  1870  that  any  definite 
action  was  taken.  In  that  year  the  subject  was  prominently 
brought  under  the  notice  of  the  supreme  Courts  of  the  four 
Presbyterian  Churches  then  in  Canada,  by  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  moderator  of  each  from  the  Kev.  Dr.  Ormiston,  a  minister 
of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  in 
which  the  advantages  from  such  a  union  were  emphasized,  and 
the  suggestion  made  that  a  joint  meeting  of  ministers  and  elders 
of  the  respective  churches  should  be  held  to  consider  the  subject 
in  all  its  bearings.  The  letter  was  received  by  all  the  parties  to 
whom  it  was  addressed  with  the  utmost  cordiality,  and  steps 
were  immediately  taken  to  act  on  the  suggestion. 

The  first  meeting  of  a  joint-committee  was  held  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Montreal,  on  September  28th,  1870.  At  this,  and  sub- 
sequent meetings,  the  proposal  was  endorsed  with  entire  unan- 
imity. 

The  Union  of  the  Churches  was  consummated  in  Mont- 
real on  June  15th,  1875.  Of  the  ministers  who  declined  to 
enter  into  the  union  there  were  only  two  of  the  Canada  Presby- 
terian Church,  ten  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in 
connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  nine  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Scotland;  in  all  twenty-one, out  of  a  total  number  of  634  on  the 
rolls  of  the  four  negotiating  churches.  It  is  remarkable  that  in 
the  basis  of  union  finally  adopted  no  reference  is  made  to  the 
Temporalities'  Fund ;  nor,  since  the  union,  has  the  General  As- 
sembly ever  sought  to  exercise  any  control  over  it :  it  has  never 
even  asked  or  received  an  official  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board.  The  only  mention  of  the  Temporalities'  Board  to  be 
found  in  the  minutes  of  the  Assembly  is  a  very  generous  one — 
having  reference  to  certain  expenses  incurred  by  members  of 
the  Board  in  connection  with  a  prolonged  law-suit,  the  General 
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Asseraby  in  1882,  passed  a  resolution  unanimously  "commend- 
ing to  the  members  of  the  Church  the  duty  of  coming  liberally 
to  the  assistance  of  the  brethren  made  personally  liable  for  costs 
in  the  appeal  case  to  the  Privy  Council."  The  response  to  this 
was  cordial  and  doubly  valuable  as  an  index  of  the  unity  and 
brotherly-kindness  of  the  united  church. 

For  the  protection  of  the  property  and  other  interests  of  all 
concerned,  it  had  become  necessary  to  obtain  the  sanction  of 
the  legislatures  in  the  different  provinces  of  the  Dominion,  before 
the  union  could  be  consummated.  In  addition  to  the  general 
act  respecting  the  union  of  the  churches  in  the  Province  of  Que- 
bec, it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  a  special  act  defining  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Temporalities' 
Board.  This  Act — 38  Victoria,  Cap.  64,  entitled  "  an  Act  to 
amend  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Board  for  the  management  of 
the  Temporalities'  Fund,"  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Que- 
bec, February  23rd,  1875.  Its  object  was  to  protect  the  rights 
of  all  the  ministers,  whether  adhering  to  the  union  or  declining 
to  enter  it.  It  prescribed  how  members  were  to  be  elected  to 
the  board  of  management  after  the  union,  and  it  made  this 
radical  departure  from  previous  rules  of  administration,  "  That 
the  Temporalities'  Board  shall,  if  necessary,  draw  upon  the  capital 
of  the  fund,  in  order  to  meet  aforesaid  requirements. 

The  fund  continued  to  be  administered  in  conformity  with 
this  Act  until  May,  1878,  when  a  writ  of  injunction  was  served 
on  the  Board,  restraining  it  from  exercising  any  control  of  the 
fund.  In  December  following,  a  suit  was  instituted  against  the 
Board  in  the  name  of  the  Eev.  Kobert  Dobie,  one  of  the  small 
minority  who  declined  to  enter  into  the  union.  The  main  con- 
tention was  that  the  protesting  minority  were  alone  entitled  to 
be  recognized  as  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  that  they  should  therefore  be 
invested  with  the  control  and  management  of  the  Temporalities' 
fund.  Mr.  J ustice  Jette  gave  his  decision  in  favour  of  the  Board, 
December  31st,  1879.  The  case  was  appealed  to  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench,  with  a  similar  result,  and  finally  transmitted  to 
the  Judicial  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  London. 
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In  July,  1881,  the  case  was  argued  in  the  presence  of  the 
following  members  of  the  Council : — 


The  solicitors  for  the  Board  were  Messrs.  Bompas,  Bischoff 
and  Dodgson  of  London,  and  Mr.  John  L.  Morris,  Q.C.  of 
Montreal. 

On  the  21st  of  January,  1882,  their  Lordships  delivered 
their  judgment  in  the  case.  Inter  alia :  (1)  That  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  38  Yict.  ch.  64, 
amending  the  Act  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  22  Vict.  ch.  66, 
under  which  the  Temporalities'  Board  was  incorporated,  was 
ultra  vires,  and  that  consequently  the  Board  by  which  the  Fund 
was  administered  subsequent  to  the  Union  was  not  duly  consti- 
tuted. (2)  Their  Lordships  declined  to  declare  that  the  Tem- 
poralities' Fund  should  be  vested  in  the  minority  who  did  not 
enter  into  the  Union.  (3)  Their  Lordships  further  declined  to 
declare  that  the  ministers  who  went  into  the  Union  ceased  to 
be  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  or  that  they  had  no  longer  any 
right  to  the  benefits  of  the  Temporalities'  Fund.  (4)  Their 
Lordships  stated  that  "  the  Parliament  of  Canada  is  the  only 
Legislature  having  power  to  modify  or  repeal  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  1858."  (5)  "  Their  Lordships  are  of  opinion  that 
neither  the  respondents'  (i.  e.  the  Board)  own  costs,  nor  those  in 
which  they  are  found  liable  to  the  appellant,  ought  to  come  out 
of  the  trust  fund.  The  appellant's  costs  must  therefore  be  paid 
by  the  members  of  the  respondent  corporation  as  individuals." 

Application  having  been  made  to  the  Dominion  Legislature, 
an  Act  was  passed  and  assented  to  on  May  18th,  1882,  the  pro- 
visions of  which  are  almost  identical  with  the  Quebec  Act  of 
1875.  By  this  Act  the  transactions  of  the  Board  from  and  since 
the  passing  of  that  Act  were  all  ratified  and  confirmed.  But  in- 
asmuch as  no  authority  was  given  to  encroach  on  capital,  emin- 
ent counsel  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  arrears  of  payments 
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to  minsters  whieh  had  accumulated  while  the  appeal  case  was 
in  progress,  could  not  legally  be  paid  by  drawing  on  the  capital. 

This  gave  rise  to  another  lawsuit  in  1885,  when  Eev.  Hugh 
Niven  brought  an  action  against  the  Board  to  recover  arrears  of 
stipend  withheld  from  him  pending  the  appeal  case  above-men- 
tioned. The  judgment  rendered  by  Judge  Jette  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  sustained  the  action  of  the 
Board,  and  the  case  was  dismissed  with  costs. 

Again,  in  1896,  another  suit  was  instituted  against  the  Board 
by  the  Eev.  T.  G.  Smith,  D.I),  of  Kingston.  Dr.  Smith  having 
left  Canada  in  1886,  and  having  been  inducted  to  a  charge  in 
the  United  States  had,  ipso  facto,  ceased  to  have  any  claim  on 
the  Temporalities'  Fund.  The  fact  of  his  subsequent  return  to 
Canada  and  his  name  being  placed  on  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Kingston  was  the  ground  on  which  he  claimed  to  have  his 
name  replaced  on  the  list  of  beneficiaries.  The  case  was  argued 
at  length  in  the  Superior  Court,  Montreal,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Pagnuelo,  who  dismissed  the  Plaintiff's  action  with  costs. 

By  this  time  the  Temporalties'  Board  had  reached  a  point  in 
its  history  which  foreshadowed  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  its 
corporate  existence.  All  these  years,  since  1875,  encroachments 
had  been  made  on  capital  in  order  to  fulfil  stipulated  obligations 
to  the  beneficiaries.  It  was  inevitable  that  these  drafts  became 
greater  in  each  succeeding  year.  From  time  to  time  actuarial 
valuations  of  the  Fund  had  been  obtained :  the  latest  was  made 
by  Mr.  T.  B.  Macaulay,  as  at  January  1st,  1897,  when  the  total 
assets  of  the  Fund  were  valued  at  $88,731.23.  It  was  then  es- 
timated that  to  make  provision  for  the  claims  of  the  twelve 
commuting  and  privileged  ministers  remaining  on  the  roll  it 
would  be  necessary  to  set  apart  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $60,000, 
which  would  only  leave  $28,731.23  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  non-privileged  ministers.  It  was  further  shown 
that  a  much  smaller  sum  than  $60,000  would  suffice  either  to 
commute  the  claims  of  the  said  twelve  ministers  or  to  purchase 
annuities  for  them. 

After  submitting  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  beneficiaries,  and  having  received  satisfactory 
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replies  from  them,  the  Board,  at  a  meeting  held  on  May  27th, 
1897,  resolved  to  commute  the  payments  of  ten  of  the  commut- 
ing and  privileged  ministers,  and  to  provide  annuities  for  the 
two  who  declined  to  accept  commutation.  An  Act  of  the  Do- 
minion Legislature  (assented  to  in  May,  1897)  was  obtained 
authorizing  the  Board  to  make  these  arrangements,  and  on  July 
1st,  following,  payments  were  accordingly  made  as  follows  : — -

At  the  1st  of  May,  1898,  the  cash  value  of  the  assets  of  the 
Board  was  $42,146.26,  and  intimation  was  then  made  to  the 
remaining  beneficiaries,  sixty-two  in  number,  that  their  accus- 
tomed payments  would  be  continued  until  the  31st  of  December, 
1900,  but  no  longer.  At  that  date  the  Temporalities'  Board, 
which  has  been  so  closely  and  honourably  identified  with  the 
history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  by  forty-four 
years  of  useful  service,  will  be  divested  of  its  functions,  and  the 
interest  so  long  associated  with  its  name.  Its  cessation  from 
the  work  given  it  to  do  will  thus  synchronize  with  the  close  of 
the  Nineteenth  Century.    So  mote  it  be  ! 
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Biographical  Notices. 

Rev.  John  Cook,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  who  was  chiefly  instrumental 
in  originating  the  Fund,  and  who  took  a  leading  part  in  guiding 
its  administration,  was  born  at  Sanquhar,  Dumfriesshire  in  1805, 
was  ordained  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Quebec,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Dumbarton  in  1835,  and  continued  in  charge  of 
that  congregation  until  1884  when  he  retired  from  active  ser- 
vice. Dr.  Cook  died  in  Quebec,  March  31st,  1892,  in  the  87th 
year  of  his  age — a  man  of  ripe  scholarship,  sound  judgment, 
excellent  administrative  ability,  and  broad  catholicity  of  spirit. 
He  was  long  a  recognized  leader  in  the  Church.  One  of  the 
chief  aims  of  his  life  was  to  bring  about  a  union  of  the  several 
branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and,  when  that 
was  consummated,  no  one  else  was  thought  of  as  the  first  moder- 
ator of  the  United  Church.  In  departing  this  life  Dr  Cook 
left  the  impress  of  his  strong  mind  upon  the  Presbyteriau 
Church  in  Canada,  and  the  memory  of  a  noble  and  generous 
nature  as  an  inspiration  to  the  generations  which  come  after 
him. 

Rev.  Alexander  Mathieson,  D.D.  was  born  at  Renton,  in 
the  Vale  of  Leven,  in  1795,  and  was  ordained  minister  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Montreal,  in  1826.  During  the  whole  of  his 
ministerial  career,  extending  over  forty  four  years,  Dr.  Mathie- 
son was  a  tower  of  strength  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  took 
a  prominent  part  in  the  settlement  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  ques- 
tion and  was  ever  a  strenuous  advocate  of  the  claims  of  the 
ministry  for  adequate  remuneration.  Dr.  Mathieson  was  chair- 
man of  the  Ministers'  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund  for  thirty 
years.  He  died  in  Montreal,  February  14th,  1870,  in  his  75th 
year. 

Rev.  Hugh  Urquhart,  D.D.  was  a  native  of  Rosshire, 
Scotland ;  born  in  1793,  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Ding- 
wall in  1822,  the  same  year  came  to  Canada,  was  inducted  min- 
ister of  St.  John's  Church,  Cornwall,  in  1827.  He  died  in 
Cornwall,  February  Oth,  1871,  in  his  78th  year,  and  the  forty- 
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fourth  of  his  ministry, — "  Leaving  few  to  compare  vvith  him  in 
those  qualities  that  constitute  an  earnest  and  faithful  ministry. 
No  member  of  the  Board  was  more  regular  in  attending  its 
meetings,  and  his  wise  counsel  was  eminently  valuable." 

Rev.  John  Barclay  D.D.  was  a  native  of  Ayrshire,  Scot- 
land. He  came  to  Canada  in  1842,  when  he  was  ordained  and 
inducted  as  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Toronto.  Owing 
to  ill-health  he  retired  in  1870.  He  died  in  Toronto,  Septem- 
ber 27th,  1887,  in  his  75th  year.  During  many  years  Dr.  Bar- 
clay occupied  a  very  prominent  position  in  the  Church.  "  His 
counsels  at  this  and  the  other  boards  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
and  also  in  the  Synod,  were  eagerly  sought,  and  usually  fol- 
lowed." 

Rev.  John  Machar,  D.D.,  one  of  the  Synod's  nine  Com- 
missioners, was  born  in  the  parish  of  Tannadice,  near  Brechin, 
Scotland,  in  1796.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edin- 
burgh as  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Kingston,  in  1827, 
in  succession  to  the  Rev.  John  Barclay,  the  first  minister  of  that 
charge.  Dr.  Machar  was  esteemed  "  a  master  in  Israel,"  and  a 
model  pastor  ;  was  six  years  principal  of  Queen's  College,  King- 
ston, where  some  of  the  most  valued  of  our  ministers  were 
trained  under  his  care  and  that  of  his  colleagues.  He  was  ga- 
thered to  his  fathers  February  7th,  1863,  in  the  67th  year  of 
his  age. 

Hon.  Alexander  Morris,  a  most  influential  member  of  the 
Board  from  its  inception,  was  born  at  Perth,  Ont.,  on  March 
17th,  1826,  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1851,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  held  a  leading  position  in  his  profession  in  Montreal.  His 
services  to  the  Board  were  unstinted  and  specially  valuable.  He 
was  the  framer  of  the  original  act  of  incorporation  in  1858,  and 
also  of  subsequent  amendments,  and  continued  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  until  1875,  when  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  North-West  Territories.  Mr.  Morris  died  in 
Toronto,  on  the  28th  of  October,  1889,  in  the  63rd  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  an  ardent  promoter  of  Confederation,  and  of  the 
union  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches. 
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Mr.  James  Michie  was  born  at  Strathdon,  Aberdeenshire, 
Scotland,  in  1828.  He  was  many  years  an  office-bearer  in  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Toronto,  and  one  of  its  staunchest  supporters. 
He  died  in  Toronto  on  the  13th  of  January,  1883.  In  acknow- 
ledging his  bequest  of  $4,000  the  Temporalities'  Board  "  records 
w  its  sense  of  the  generous  interest  which  Mr.  Michie  ever  took 
"  not  only  in  the  work  of  this  Board,  but  also  in  all  the  benevo- 
"  lent  work  and  schemes  of  the  Church  at  large."  He  be- 
queathed $4,000  each  to  Queen's  College  and  to  the  Ministers' 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,  in  addition  to  numerous  other 
bequests  for  benevolent  purposes.  And,  during  his  life-time,  he 
was  a  Princely  Giver. 

Kev.  John  H.  MacKerras,  an  active  and  influential  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  a  number 
of  years,  was  born  at  Nairn,  Scotland,  in  1832  ;  was  ordained 
Minister  of  Bowmanville,  Ont.,  in  1853,  and  became  Professor 
of  Classical  Literature  in  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  in  1866. 
As  clerk  of  Synod,  and  afterward  joint-clerk  with  Dr.  Keid  of 
the  General  Assembly,  his  aptitude  for  business  was  conspicu- 
ous, while  his  accurate  knowledge  of  Church  Law  was  of 
immense  service  to  the  Church  and  to  this  Board  during  many 
of  the  most  critical  periods  of  their  history.  Mr.  MacKerras 
died  at  Peterborough,  on  the  9th  of  January,  1880,  iu  the  48th 
year  of  his  age. 

Kev.  John  Jenkins,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  a  member  of  the  Board 
from  1871  to  1884,  succeeded  Mr.  MacKerras  as  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  in  1880,  and  on  retiring  from  the 
Board  received  cordial  thanks  for  his  valuable  services.  Dr. 
Jenkins  was  born  in  Exeter,  England,  in  1813.  He  was 
ordained  in  1837 ;  was  inducted  minister  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Montreal,  in  1865,  and  retired  from  active  service  in  1881. 
His  ministerial  career  was  a  brilliant  one  He  died  at  West 
Dulwich,  London,  England,  April  12th,  1898,  in  the  85th  year 
of  his  age. 

Kev.  William  Snodgrass,  D.D.  Of  the  original  members 
of  the  Board  Dr.  Snodgrass  is  now  the  sole  survivor.    He  was 
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born  in  Eenfrewshire,  Scotland,  in  1827,  was  ordained  in  1852, 
and  the  same  year  commenced  his  ministry  in  St.  James' 
Church,  Charlottetown,  P.E  I.  In  1856  he  was  translated  to 
St.  Paul's,  Montreal,  in  succession  to  Eev.  Dr.  McGill,  and  was 
appointed  principal  of  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  in  1864  He 
became  minister  of  Canonbie  parish,  Dumfriesshire,  in  1877, 
retired  from  active  service  in  1896,  and  now  resides  at  Kilmal- 
colm, in  his  native  county.  Dr.  Snodgrass'  Canadian  ministry 
was  eminently  successful  and  useful  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  Church  and  College.  '  He  was  a  member  of  nearly  all  of 
the  most  important  boards  of  the  Church  and  many  years  clerk 
of  the  Synod. 

Eev.  Alexander  Spence,  D.D.,  was  a  native  of  Aberdeen- 
shire, and  was  ordained  in  1841  as  the  first  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter of  St.  Vincent,  West  Indies.  He  was  inducted  to  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Ottawa,  in  1848,  and  retired  in  1867.  He 
died  at  Elgin,  Scotland,  September  4th,  1878,  in  the  74th  year 
of  his  age.  Dr.  Spence  was  a  man  of  superior  attainments  and 
highly  cultivated  intellect.  His  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Church  in  Canada  was  evidenced  by  his  liberal  bequests  to 
Queen's  College,  the  Ministers'  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund, 
the  Kirk  Session  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Ottawa,  and  other 
philanthropic  purposes. 

Eev.  George  M.  Grant,  D.D.,  principal  of  Queen's  College, 
Kingston,  though  never  a  member  of  the  Board,  is  closely 
related  to  it  by  the  following  resolution  recorded  in  its  minutes 
of  May  25th,  1882  :  "The  Board  records  its  sense  of  the  deep 
"  obligation  under  which  all  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Temporali- 
"  ties  Fund  have  been  laid  by  Principal  Grant — for  the  time, 
"  labour  and  thought  which  he  devoted  to  promoting  the  passage 
"  of  the  bill  that  has  recently  become  law  ;  his  eloquent  advo- 
"  cacy  of  their  rights  before  the  committees  of  both  Houses  of 
"  Parliament  having  contributed  largely  to  the  success  that 
"  crowned  the  efforts  to  secure  the  requisite  legislation." 

Mr.  John  Lang  Morris,  Q.C.,  son  of  late  Hon.  William 
Morris,  was  born  at  Perth,  Ont.,  March  24th,  1835.    The  Board 
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has  frequently  taken  occasion  to  acknowledge,  by  votes  of 
thanks  and  otherwise,  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Morris  for  his 
long  continued,  able  and  gratuitous  services  as  solicitor  of  the 
Board.  The  following  resolution,  moved  by  Dr.  Cook  and 
cordially  adopted,  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board, 
dated  May  25th,  1882  :— 

"  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board,  and  of  that  portion  of  the 
"  Church  with  whose  interests  the  Board  is  charged,  are  emi- 
"  nently  due  to  Mr.  John  L.  Morris,  counsel  for  the  Board,  for 
"  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  defended  the  rights  of  the 
"  beneficiaries  in  the  tedious  litigation  into  which  the  Board 
"  was  dragged  by  the  unreasonable  pretensions  of  the  small 
"  minority  that  declined  to  enter  into  the  Union  of  the 
"  Churches,  and  for  his  exertions  in  procuring  the  required 
"  legislation  in  the  Dominion  Parliament." 

Mr.  Morris  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1859.  He  was  created" 
a  Queen's  Counsel  in  1887,  and  appointed  solicitor  to  this 
Board  in  1889.  In  that  capacity  he  appeared  before  H.  M. 
Privy  Council,  in  London,  1882,  in  defence  of  the  suit  Dobie  vs. 
The  Temporalities'  Board. 

Mr.  John  Greenshields,  one  of  the  original  members  of 
the  Board,  continued  till  the  day  of  his  death  to  be  one  of  its 
most  disinterested  and  generous  supporters — giving  much  of 
his  valuable  time  and  of  his  ample  means  to  maintain  and 
extend  its  usefulness.  "  His  sound,  practical  views  on  questions 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  Board  rendered  his  counsels  and 
co-operation  at  all  times  valuable.  His  large  contributions  to 
the  fund  will  long  remain  a  pleasing  evidence  of  the  interest 
he  ever  took  in  the  welfare  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in 
Canada."  Mr.  Greenshields  was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland. 
He  came  to  Canada  in  1833,  soon  to  enter  upon  an  extensive 
and  successful  business.  He  was  ordained  to  the  eldership  in 
St.  Paul's  Church  in  1854,  and  became  a  man  of  mark  in  the 
Church '  courts.  He  died  in  Montreal,  March  23rd,  1867, 
aged  52. 

Judge  Dennistoun,  a  descendant  of  the  Dennistouns  of 
Denuistoun  and  Colgrain,  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  the 
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county,  was  born  in  Dumbartonshire  in  1815.  In  1834  he 
came  to  Canada  and  settled  on  a  farm  in  Fenelon,  Out.;  entered 
on  the  study  of  law  in  1844;  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1849, 
and  appointed  a  County  Judge  in  1868.  He  was  an  influential 
member  of  the  Temporalities'  Board  for  sixteen  years,  and 
retired  on  account  of  failing  health  in  1882.  He  died  in 
Toronto,  May  31st,  1895,  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age. 

Eev.  Eobert  Campbell,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Drummond 
Township,  Ont.,  in  1835.  He  was  ordained  as  minister  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Gait,  Ont.,  in  1862,  and  was  translated  to 
the  St.  Gabriel  Street  Church,  Montreal,  in  1866.  His  services 
to  the  Church  at  the  time  of  the  union  of  1875  and  as  joint 
clerk  of  the  General  Assembly  have  been  extremely  valuable. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Temporalities'  Board  since  1880, 
whose  accurate  knowledge  of  church  law  and  procedure  have 
often  been  called  into  requisition  and  always  appreciated.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  since  1884. 

Mr.  James  Tasker,  a  native  of  Forfarshire,  Scotland,  came 
to  Canada  in  1855,  and  has  been  in  business  in  Montreal  since 
1866.  His  services  to  the  Board  as  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  have  been  invaluable. 

Mr.  Philip  S.  Ross,  whose  gratuitous  services  as  auditor  to 
this  and  other  Boards  of  the  Church,  have  been  very  highly 
appreciated,  was  born  in  Belfast  in  1827.  He  came  to  Mont- 
real in  1851,  and  has  for  many  years  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Chartered  Accountants'  Association.

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At  the  time  of  the  Union,  in  1875,  there  were  on  the 
Synod's  roll  33  commuting  ministers,  10  privileged,  96  non- 
privileged,  and  18  ordained  missionaries  and  probationers — in 
all  157.  Four  of  the  last  named  class  did  not  come  on  the 
Temporalities  Fund,  not  being  engaged  in  the  active  service  of 
the  Church,  namely  :  William  McKee,  James  Douglas,  Francis 
J.  Fraser,  and  Alexander  Jamieson. 

The  number  of  the  original  commuting  ministers  was  73, 
of  the  privileged,  11,  and  of  the  non-privileged,  since  commuta- 
tion, 144.  The  whole  number  who  have  participated  in  the 
benefits  of  the  fund  is  228. 


Appendix. 

The  Synod  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland  was 
first  constituted  at  Kingston,  Ont.,  in  the  year  1831.  At  a 
meeting  of  ministers  and  elders,  held  on  the  7th  of  June  in 
that  year,  Dr.  McGill  called  attention  to  a  despatch  from  Sir 
George  Murray,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  to  Sir 
John  Colborne,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  relating 
to  a  union  between  the  different  classes  of  Presbyterians  ;  to 
the  necessity  of  forming  presbyteries  and  a  synod  in  Canada  ; 
and  of  applying  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  for  recognition. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  following  day,  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Kingston,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  this  con- 
vention of  ministers  and  elders  do  now  form  themselves  into  a 
synod,  to  be  called  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  leaving  it 
with  the  venerable  General  Assembly  to  determine  the  particu- 
lar nature  of  that  connection  which  shall  subsist  between  this 
Synod  and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
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There  were  present  at  this  meeting  fourteen  ministers  and 
five  representative  elders.    The  ministers  were : —

The  precise  nature  of  the  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land was  never  announced,  but  that  it  was  only  that  of  common 
origin,  identity  of  standards,  and  ministerial  and  church  com- 
munion, is  evident  from  the  tenor  of  an  Act  pa-sed  without  a 
dissenting  voice  at  the  Synod,  which  met  in  1844,  and  was 
assented  to  by  every  minister  and  probationer  who  entered  the 
Church  subsequent  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  which  declared 
that  "this  Synod  has  always  claimed  and  possessed  full,  final, 
supreme  and  uncontrolled  power  of  jurisdiction,  discipline  and 
government  in  regard  to  all  matters  ecclesiastical  an>1  spiritual, 
without  the  right  of  review,  appeal,  complaint  or  reference  by 
or  to  any  other  court  or  courts  whatsoever." 

So  far  from  objecting  to  this  declaration  of  independence, 
the  Church  of  Scotland  repeatedly,  in  explicit  terms,  assented 
to  it,  and  continued  to  assist  the  Synod  by  sending  many 
ministers  to  Canada  and  by  large  giants  of  money.  Deputa- 
tions also  were  commissioned  to  convey  friendly  greetings. 
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Among  those  thus  sent  were  Dr.  John  Macleod,  of  Morven  ; 
Dr.  Norman  Macleod,  afterwards  of  the  Barony,  and  Dr.  Simp- 
son, of  Kirk-Newton,  in  1845 ;  the  Kevs.  J.  C.  Fowler,  Robert 
Stevenson  and  Simon  Macintosh  in  1847  ;  Dr.  John  Marshall 
Lang  and  Dr.  Milligan  in  1872,  and,  since  the  Union,  the  Rev. 
Robert  Muir,  of  Dalmeny,  and  Rev.  Dr.  George  W.  Sprott,  of 
North  Berwick. 

In  regard  to  the  Union  consummated  in  1875,  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  so  far  from  deeming  that 
movement  as  indicative  of  a  want  of  attachment  or  loyalty, 
cordially  wished  the  brethren  who  entered  into  it  "  Godspeed 
in  their  future  labours  for  the  Lord,"  engaging  "  to  co-operate 
with  them  in  any  way  that  may  be  found  possible  in  the  new 
state  of  things." 

During  the  forty-five  years  of  the  separate  existence  of  this 
branch  of  the  Church  forty-seven  meetings  of  the  Synod  were 
held — two  occurring  ip  1844,  the  year  of  the  secession,  two  in 
1855,  and  two  again  in  1874,  the  year  preceding  the  general 
union  of  the  churches.  Dr.  Mathieson  was  twice  elected  to 
the  Moderatorship,  as  was  also  Dr.  Cook ;  Dr.  Snodgrass  was 
Moderator  on  three  different  occasions,  in  1866,  1874  and  1875.

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The  General  Union  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Canada 
in  1875  was  preceded  by  six  unions  of  different  brandies  of 
Presbyterians  in  British  North  America. 

In  1827.    The  Burghers  and  Anti-Burghers  in  Nova  Scotia 
united. 

"  1840.  After  nine  years  of  negotiation,  eighteen  ministers 
of  the  United  Synod  of  Upper  Canada  became  united 
with  the  Synod  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Scotland. 

"  1860.  The  Free  Church  Synod  and  that  of  the  Presby- 
terian Synod  of  Nova  Scotia  were  united. 
"  1861.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,  commonly 
called  the  Free  Church,  formed  a  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  taking  the 
name  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 
"    1866.    The  Free  Church  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  united 

with  the  Synod  <>f  the  Lower  Provinces. 
"    1868.    The  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  in  connection  with 
the  Church  of  Scotland  and  the  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  were  amalgamated. 
Other  important  ecclesiastical  unions  followed  soon  after 
that  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in  Canada.     Iu  1876  a 
corporate  union  was  consummated  betwixt  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  England  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  there. 
About  the  same  time  the  Eeformed  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Scotland  united  with  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland. 

On  September  5th,  1883,  the  union  of  the  various  branches 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Canada  was  formally  announced, 
and  the  Methodist  Church  became  the  most  numerous  of  the 
Protestant  Churches  in  the  Dominion. 

In  1885  steps  were  first  taken  to  unite  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  Australia,  and  in  1890  the  Federal  Assembly  was 
constituted,  comprising  the  Churches  of  Victoria,  New  South 
Wales,  Queensland,  South  Australia  and  Tasmania.. 

In  September,  1893,  the  Provincial  Synods  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  Canada  met  in  General  Synod  for  the  first  time,  in 
Toronto,  embracing  within  its  jurisdiction  all  the  dioceses  of 
the  Dominion. 
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The  Most  Kecent  Union. — A  notable  event  in  the  ecclesi- 
astical annals  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  that  of  the  Free 
Church  of  Scotland  with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Scotland,  consummated  at  Edinburgh  on  the  31st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1900.  The  name  of  the  new  organization  is  The  United 
Free  Church  of  Scotland.

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The  first  successful  attempt  to  establish  a  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Ministers  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  was  in  the  form  of  a  memorial  from  Dr.  William 
Craigie — an  eminent  physician  in  Hamilton,  and  Mr.  George 
Elmslie  of  Ancaster,  together  with  a  paper  on  the  same 
subject,  by  the  Eev.  James  C.  Muir  of  Georgetown,  Que., 
which  came  before  the  Synod,  at  Kingston,  July  8th,  1845. 
The  said  documents  were  referred  to  the  Lay  Association,  with 
instructions  to  report  upon  them  at  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Synod  of  1846  decided  to  inaugurate  such  a  fund,  and 
to  apply  to  the  Provincial  Legislature  for  an  Act  of  Incorpor- 
ation enabling  them  to  frame  by-laws  and  to  hold  property  to 
the  amount  of  at  least  £1000  a  }ear.  The  first  principle  enun- 
ciated was  that  it  be  made  compulsory  that  each  minister 
should  contribute  towards  it  the  sum  of  £3  annually.  To  ensure 
this  it  was  enacted  that  the  minister  at  his  ordination  or  in- 
duction be  required  to  sign  a  bond  authorizing  the  Cleryy 
Eeserve  Commissioners  to  retain  in  their  hands  the  said  £3  in 
half-yearly  instalments  out  of  the  payments  coming  to  him  from 
that  source,  the  amount  thus  withheld  to  be  paid  over  to  the 
Managers  of  the  Ministers'  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund. 

That  was  a  master-stroke  of  policy  to  begin  with,  not  only 
securing,  beyond  perad venture,  a  considerable  amount  of  income, 
but  also  investing  the  ministers  with  a  life  interest  in  the  con- 
cern. Against  this  decision  of  the  Synod  there  was  raised  but 
one  dissentient  voice.  It  came  from  the  Eev.  James  Lambie  of 
Pickering,  one  of  the  most  respected  ministers  of  the  Church, 
who  soon,  however,  became  one  of  the  most  active  promoters  of 
the  scheme,  and  whose  widow  was  the  first  to  be  placed  on  the 
fund. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  received  the  sanction  of  the 
Legislature,  July  28th,  1847.  By  it  the  following  were  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  to  have  perpetual  succession 
and  a  common  seal : — The  Eev.  Alexander  Mathieson,  D.D.,  Eev- 
John  Cook,  D.D.,  Eev.  Walter  Eoach,  Eev.  Eobt.  McGill,  and 
Messrs.  Alexander  Simpson,  Hew  Eamsay,  Thomas  Wilson, 
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William  Whiteford,  William  Edmonstone,  Hugh  Montgomerie, 
John  Greenshields,  Andrew  Shaw,  and  their  successors. 

Dr.  Mathieson  was  empowered  to  convene  the  first  meeting 
of  the  corporation,  which  had  power  to  frame  Statutes  and 
By-Laws,  etc.,  etc.  This  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Montreal,  on  the  4th  of  November,  1847,  when  Dr. 
Mathieson  was  elected  Chairman,  Mr.  John  Greenshields, 
Treasurer,  and  Mr.  William  Whiteford,  Secretary.  The  first  set 
of  Rules  was  adopted  in  1852,  when  it  was  announced  as  a

guiding  principle,  and  one  ever  since  adhered  to,  that  the 
amounts  contributed  by  ministers  and  congregations  respectively 
should  be  regarded  as  two  separate  funds,  from  the  first  of  which 
annuities  of  $50  each  should  be  paid  to  all  widows,  and  that  the 
annuity  from  the  congregational  fund  be  on  a  graduated  scale 
proportioned  to  the  yearly  average  contribution  of  the  late  min- 
ister's congregation.    In  1860,  the  Board  proceeded  to  codify 
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the  Eegulations  that  had  been  floating  through  its  minutes 
since  the  commencement.  These  By-Laws,  34  in  number,  con- 
tinue with  little  alteration  to  the  present  time. 

The  annuities  at  this  time  were  $60  from  the  congregational 
fund,  when  the  average  fell  below  $12,  and  $80  when  the  average 
was  above  $12  and  under  $24 — increasiag  to  $240,  the  highest 
rate  payable.  Under  sections  21  and  22,  it  was  declared  that 
"  any  minister  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  subscrip- 
"  tion,  or  refusing  to  take  up  .the  annual  collection  from  his  con- 
"  gregation,  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  of  the  fund 
"  for  his  widow  and  orphans."  Clause  33  provides  that  "  an- 
nuities paid  to  widows  shall  be  forthwith  forfeited  by  re- 
marriage." By  a  liberal  arrangement,  it  was  enacted  that  the 
payments  to  widows  shall  be  made  in  full  for  the  half-year 
during  which  the  minister  died,  and  also  in  full  to  the  heirs  of 
the  widow  for  the  half-)  ear  in  which  she  died. 

The  Management. — How  enthusiastically  these  early  man- 
agers and  office- bearers  addressed  themselves  to  a  work  at  once 
onerous  and  difficult !  How  faithfully  they  guarded  the  interests 
of  the  Fund  ;  how  incessant  their  labours ;  how  frequent  their 
appeals  to  congregations  on  its  behalf ;  how  scathing  their  re- 
bukes to  the  careless  and  defaulting ;  how  sincere  their  loyalty 
to  the  Synod,  and  their  adherence  to  its  "deliverances,"  are 
abundantly  evidenced  in  the  journals  and  reports  of  the  Board. 

It  was  required  of  every  minister  to  intimate  a  collection  for 
the  Fund  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  January  in  each  year.  It  was 
forbidden  for  a  minister  to  contribute  personally,  with  a  view  to 
screen  the  shortcomings  of  his  congregation.  Did  he  venture  to 
send  money  in  this  way,  it  was  indignantly  returned  to  him  ! 
and  himself  and  his  congregation  were  reported  to  the  Synod 
"  to  be  dealt  with."  And  there  was  no  respect  of  persons  ;  the 
highest  dignitary  in  the  Church  would  be  named,  aud  was  a9 
amenable  to  admonition  as  the  humblest  minister  in  a  mission 
field. 

The  Annual  Report  in  those  days  was  an  elaborate  docu- 
ment, covering  many  pages  of  foolscap,  containing  detailed  lists 
of  all  who  contributed  to  the  fund,  and  all  who  did  not.  The 
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discussions  to  which  it  gave  rise  were  correspondingly  prolonged, 
and  often  spicy — especially  when  the  venerable  and  revered 
Chairman  "mounted  his  high  horse."  Occasionally,  strong 
language  was  indulged  in.  "  Some  congregations  give  steadily," 
says  one  report,  "  but  others  dole  out  petty  sums  with  a  miserable 
parsimony  that  does  discredit  to  the  Christian  profession."  In 
the  same  breath,  however,  it  is  admitted  that  "on  the  whole,  the 
fund  is  satisfactory — equal  to  that  of  the  old  tried  fund  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland."  In  another  instance  the  conduct  of  a  certain 
minister  was  highly  commended  for  imitation,  in  that  before 
closing  the  collection,  he  was  in  the  habit  of  calling  personally 
on  each  member  of  his  congregation  "who,  from  ill-health,  bad 
weather,  or  other  cause,  was  absent  from  church  on  the  day  of 
collection." 

Mr.  Hew  Eamsay  died  in  1857.  He  had  been  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  for  a  number  of  years;  indeed  he  was  practically 
the  manager  of  the  fund  during  his  tenure  of  office.  The  Board 
thus  pathetically  mourned  the  loss  they  had  sustained :  "  His 
memory  is  associated  with  the  foundation  and  establishment  of 
this — one  of  the  most  excellent  of  the  many  Christian  enterprises 
of  our  Church — and  embalmed  in  the  tears  of  the  widow  and 
orphan." 

In  conformity  with  an  Act  of  the  Canadian  Legislature,  the 
accounts  of  the  Board  began  to  be  kept  in  decimal  currency  in 
the  year  1858.  In  the  following  year,  the  Board  received  its 
first  legacy,  from  the  Estate  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Morris. 
While  the  number  of  bequests  made  to  the  fund  have  been  less 
numerous  than  might  have  been  expected,  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments are  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  following : —

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Among  the  earliest  private  donations  to  the  fund  was  the 
gift,  in  1854,  of  £10  from  Eev.  W.  Montgomery  Walker, 
of  Ochiltree,  Scotland — formerly  minister  of  Huntingdon,  Que. 
Many  smaller  individual  donations  are  credited  in  the  cash  book. 
It  is  not  yet  too  late  to  hope  that  the  number  of  legacies  and 
donations  may  be  increased. 

Up  to  the  time  of  Mr.  Ramsay's  death,  so  admirable  had  been 
the  administration  of  the  fund,  its  continuous  success  and  pros- 
pects were  most  encouraging.    The  Synod  of  1865  adopted  the

Annual  Report — "rejoicing  to  learn  that  the  fund  is  in  so  pros- 
perous a  state ;  approve  the  diligence  of  the  Managers,  and 
return  cordial  thanks  to  them,  and  especially  to  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  Archibald  Ferguson,  for  their  valuable  services." 

In  1866,  the  Board  announced  their  intention  to  increase  the 
annuities  by  the  addition  of  a  bonus  of  30  per  cent,  to  all  receiv- 
ing under  $60  the  half-year,  and  20  per  cent,  to  all  receiving 
over  that  sum,  without  promise  of  its  continuance  beyond  the 
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current  year.  The  Management,  seemingly,  had  difficulty  in 
realizing  that  at  that  time  they  were  making  money  'hand  over 
hand';  but  it  was  not  long  before  the  cautiously  bestowed  bonus 
became  a  permanent  increase  of  annuity. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Board  was  deprived  of  two  of  its  oldest 
and  most  useful  members.  The  Hon.  Alexander  Morris  re- 
moved from  Montreal,  and  retired  from  the  Board.  He  had 
acted  as  secretary  for  a  number  of  years,  and  his  legal  advice 
had  been  of  great  service.  But,  now  he  must  go.  He  had  Con- 
federation on  the  brain,  and  must  lend  a  hand  at  laying  the 
foundation  of  the  new  Dominion,  and  he  was  to  become  the  first 
Chief  Justice  of  Manitoba,  in  1872,  and  its  first  Lieut-Governor 
the  same  year.  His  retirement  from  the  Board  took  effect  in 
1867,  and  in  his  stead,  Mr.  John  L.  Morris,  his  brother,  was 
appointed  by  the  Synod  of  that  year.  As  the  oldest  member  of 
the  Board  at  the  present  time,  it  is  due  to  Mr.  Morris  to  say 
that  his  sei vices,  as  its  Solicitor,  and  otherwise,  have  been  of 
incalculable  value.  Not  only  have  nearly  all  the  investments 
of  the  Board  passed  through  his  hands  and  been  made  subject 
to  his  approval,  but  he  has  piloted  this  Board,  and  other  Church 
Boards,  through  the  toils  of  lawsuits  with  signal  success. 

Mr.  John  Greenshields  died  on  the  23rd  of  March,  1867. 
He  had  been  treasurer  of  the  fund  since  its  inception  until  1864, 
and  one  of  its  most  ardent  promoters.  His  death  was  deplored 
by  the  Board,  and  the  Church,  as  that  of  "one  whose  wise 
counsels  and  practical  energies  ever  since  its  organization  were 
unweariedly  devoted  to  the  prosperity  of  this  Fund  and  con- 
tributed so  much  to  raise  it  to  its  present  efficiency." 

Rev.  Alexander  Mathieson,  D.D.,  departed  this  life  on  the 
14th  of  February,  1870,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age.  "The  Board 
recorded  its  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Church  at 
large,  and  especially  by  this  Board  in  his  death — "He  was  its 
efficient,  honoured,  and  zealous  chairman  from  its  first  organiza- 
tion until  his  decease — who  contributed  greatly  to  its  advance- 
ment by  his  personal  influence — who  devoted  to  its  interests  a 
large  amount  of  time  and  attention — who  threw  into  its  generous 
aims  his  large-hearted  and  warm  sympathies — who  took  a  delight 
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and  pride  in  every  token  of  its  growing  prosperity — and  whose 
name  must  ever  be  identified  with  its  success."  On  the  4th 
of  May  following,  the  Eev.  Robert  Campbell,  minister  of  St. 
Gabriel  Church,  Montreal,  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  and  has  ever  since  presided  over  its  deliberations. 
Nearly  a  whole  generation  of  men  having  in  the  meantime  passed 
away,  including  many  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Church  who  took 
an  active  part  in  the  foundation  of  the  fund  : — Dr.  Cook,  Dr. 
Machar,  Dr.  McMorine,  Dr.  Urquhart,  Dr.  Neill,  Dr.  J.  C.  Muir, 
Dr.  John  Barclay,  Dr.  Geo.'  Bell,  Dr.  Spence,  Dr.  W.  Bain  ; 
Bevds.  John  Maclaurin,  John  Mackenzie,  Andrew  Bell,  James 
Bain,  John  H.  Mackerras,  and  many  others. 


The  Semi-Jubilee  of  the  Fund  was  reached  in  1872,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Archibald  Ferguson  was  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  J. 
S.  Hunter,  Secretary.  In  submitting  their  25th  Annual  Report 
to  the  Synod,  the  Board  made  reference  to  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  fund,  and  announced  their  intention  of  still  further 
increasing  the  annuities. 

At  this  time,  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  was  obtained 
amending  the  original  Act  of  Incorporation  by  extending  the 
limits  of  the  Board's  holdings  from  £1500  to  $20,000  a  year, 
and  legalizing  the  receipt  of  eight  per  cent,  interest  on  invest- 
ments instead  of  the  hitherto  legal  rate  of  six  per  cent,  to  which 
all  corporate  bodies  had  been  restricted.  Up  to  this  time  nearly 
all  the  investments  of  the  Board  stood  in  the  names  of  private 
individuals  who  had  been  receiving  a  high  rate  of  interest  for 
years  past.  This  anomalous  state  of  affairs  was  now  rectified  by 
having  the  investments  transferred  in  due  form  to  the  Board. 

During  the  next  three  yeais  matters  went  on  harmoniously, 
the  reports  of  each  succeeding  year  showing  a  gratifying  increase 
in  the  endowments  of  the  Board,  so  much  so,  that  in  1875  a  still 
further  increase  was  made  to  the  graduated  scale  of  annuities — 
raising  the  maximum  annuity  to  $425. 

The  Union  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in  Canada  was 
consummated  on  the  15th  of  June,  1875.   In  anticipation  of  this 
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event  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  was 
obtained  by  the  Synod,  amending  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  and 
amendments  thereto,  continuing  to  the  Board  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  it  had  hitherto  enjoyed,  with  provisions  for  the  election 
of  members  of  the  Board  rendered  expedient  by  its  new  environ- 
ment, and  declaring,  inter  alia:  "That,  after  the  union,  until 
such  a  time  as  an  equitable  arrangement  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund  for  the  United  Church  shall 
have  been  made,  the  widows  and  orphans  entitled  to  receive

annuities  from  this  fund  at  the  date  of  union,  or  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  those  ministers  who  at  the  date  of  union  are 
members  of  the  said  Synod  and  had  contributed  personally, 
and  through  their  congregations,  to  said  fund,  in  terms  of  the 
by-laws  thereof,  shall  receive  annuities  at  a  rate  not  lower  than 
the  scale  fixed  by  this  Board  previous  to  the  date  of  union,  if 
the  funds  permit ;  provided  that  the  ministers  whose  widows  or 
orphans  who  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  annuitants  on  the  said 
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Board  after  the  Union  shall  have  continued  to  contribute  to  the 
fund  as  heretofore." 

In  September,  1876,  at  the  instance  of  a  small  minority  who 
declined  to  enter  into  the  Union,  a  notice  was  served  on  the 
Board  to  appear  before  the  Supreme  Court  to  shew  cause  why 
the  entire  Fund  should  not  be  handed  over  to  them.  They  even 
went  so  far  as  to  seek  from  the  Legislature  an  Act  of  Incorpor- 
ation, by  which  the  vested  rights  of  -all  others  should  be  ex- 
tinguished. Their  application  was  promptly  rejected.  The  result, 
however,  was  a  series  of  protracted  and  expensive  lawsuits,  of 
which  this  Board  had  to  bear  its  share,  but  which  were  brought 
to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  in  1882,  chiefly  through  Mr.  John 
L.  Morris,  Q  C,  the  solicitor  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Archibald  Ferguson  died  on  the  9th  of  October, 
1876,  in  the  85th  year  of  his  age.  He  had  been  twenty-one 
years  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  for  twelve  years  had  served 
gratuitously  as  its  treasurer.  It  was  said  of  him  that  "he 
brought  the  sprightliness  and  buoyancy  of  youth  to  the  very 
verge  of  the  grave."  His  self-denying  efforts  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Fund  were  highly  appreciatad.  After  his  death 
the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  were  combined. 

Of  the  original  members  of  the  Corporation  there  is  not  one 
now  living.  The  Kev.  Walter  Eoach  died  at  Beauharnois  in 
1849,  Dr.  McGill  died  in  Montreal  in  1856.  Dr.  Cook  died  in 
Quebec  in  1892,  in  Ids  87th  year.  He  was  a  member  of  this 
Board  for  45  years,  and  one  of  its  staunchest  supporters.  Other 
ministers  who  served  on  the  Board  were  Eev.

SUMMARY. 


The  whole  number  of  Beneficiaries,  past  and  present,  is  one 
hundred  and  eight  (108).  The  total  amount  that  has  been  paid 
to  them  is  $223,069.  The  largest  amount  paid  in  any  one  year 
was  $7,993.69,  in  1895.  The  largest  number  of  widows  on  the 
roll  at  one  time  was  forty-five  (45)  in  1890,  and  the  largest 
number  of  orphans,  fifty-three  (53)  in  1874.  Mrs.  Archibald 
Colquhoun,  of  Mulmur,  Ont.,  attained  the  greatest  age,  bordering 
on  ninety-six  years.  The  name  that  has  been  longest  on  the 
roll  is  that  of  Mrs.  John  Smith,  formerly  cf  Beckwith,  now 
residing  in  Ottawa.  The  number  of  ministers  now  contributing 
to  the  fund,  personally,  is  62.     The  average  annuity  is  $190. 
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The  working  cnpital  reached  the  round  sum  of  $100,000  in 
1881.  It  touched  hiyh-water  mark  in  1897,  when  the  total 
assets  were  $116,441.92.  Decline  in  the  rate  of  interest  from 
investments,  and  the  inevitable  decrease  of  congregational  con- 
tributions, as  one  and  another  of  the  ministers  of  the  old  Synod 
pass  away,  preclude  the  possibility  of  further  enlargement,  at 
least  for  years  to  come,  but,  in  the  meantime,  ail  present  and 
prospective  claims  on  the  Fund  may  be  regarded  as  absolutely 
secure.
